son contemplating suicide. 
Here on a small plantation tuck- 
ed into a bend of the Mississippi 
near New Orleans are 370 men, 
women and children, 
most 
of 
whom are destined to spend the 
rest of their lives on this plot 
of ground. 
Many will disintegrate slowly 
as the leprosy progresses. Others 
may live out the normal span 
of life without pain or trouble. 
Some may be released as tree 
of the disease. 
But none know for sure what 
may happen and an outsider mar- 
vels at the cheerfulness of the 
people suffering or suspected of 
harboring a disease about which 
little Is known. 
There have been few suicides 


in Carvllle in the 50 years of its 
existence. People with ample rea- 
son to die voluntarily cling to life 
with courage and tenacity.

Hollywood character actor whose

as investigation was widened into 
an alleged "dollar a death" whole- 
sale murder syndicate linked with 
a dozen or more gangland slayings. 
O'Dwyer declined comment on the 
west coast jailing of Irving Cohen, 
87, 230-pound bit player who re- 
cently appeared in the film "Gold- 
en Boy, beyond saying he was 
"wanted for murder, first degree."

The Brooklyn prosecutor said the 
murder-for-proflt paid its youth- 
ful gunmen as little as $1 for each 
successful killing, playing on their 
fears of meeting a similar fate. 
O'Dwyer said 10 or more men 
were under arrest and that the pur- 
ported leader was being questioned. 
The gang, he said, was Implicated 
In seven slaylngs and two attempt- 
ed murders In Brooklyn, and three 


deaths in Sullivan county In upstate 
New York. 


He said the combine had a ."de- 
finite" tie-up with the notorious 
purple gang In Detroit, chiefly be- 
cause both were interested In the 
lucrative loan shark racket. 


O'Dwyer said State Police In- 
spector Ernest Maynard of Troop 
C had told him upstate farmers 
"are scared to plough their land 
these days because they're afraid 
to uncover a body from Brooklyn. 


Of the youthful killers, he said: 
"It wasn't a question of money, 


but of fear. 


"The police had one of these 
kids in for examination one day. 
They told him to strip off his 
clothes. Then they made a micro- 
scopic examination of his body. 


"The kid was curious and asked 
when they were doing that. So they 
told him he would probably be

—The senate today passed legisla- 
tion making the Hatch anti-poli- 
tics law apply to an estimated 500,- 
000 employes in state and local 
government. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—(#)— 
The senate, moving toward a vote 
on legislation to expand the Hatch 
anti-politics law, approved today an 
amendment to curb the assessment 
of state employes for political con- 
tributions. 
The amendment, offered by Sen- 
ator Neely (D-W VA), would pro- 
hibit any employe paid partly from 
federal funds from using his in- 
fluence to obtain political contribu- 
tions from other state workers. 
The senate was scheduled to vote 
finally on the pending measure late 
today. The bill would apply to state 
employes paid partly from federal 
funds the same restrictions against 
political activity which now are op. 
piled to federal workers. 
' While virtually assured of sen- 
ate approval, the measure may be 
shelved In the house for this ses- 
sion. 
Speaker Bankhead of the house, 


meanwhile, said he was "not In 
favor" of the Hatch legislation. 
Asked for comment on pigeon- 


holing reports, the speaker told his 
press conference: 
"I am not in favor of the amend- 
ments. I think that the govern- 
ment has gone far enough in the 
original bill to test the efficacy of 
the plan."Going Pretty Far 
He added that he believed the 
government would be going "pretty 
far" if it attempted to regulate the 
rights of a citizen as contemplated 
by the senate legislation. 
On the farm front, Bankhead 
predicted the house would agree to 
a prospective $300,000,000 increase 
In next year's farm supply bill, 
which will come up In the senate 
probably tomorrow. 
The bill carried $713.000,000 when 
It passed the house but the senate 
appropriations 
committee 
added 


$309,000,000 for parity payments and 
Increases in funds for surplus com- 
modity removal. Farm-state senat- 
ors have estimated that they have 
sufficient votes to maintain the 
Increases on the senate floor. 
"I think the farmers are pretty 
strong In the house/right now," 
Bankhead said. "I think the house 
will put the increases In If It comes 
to a vote." 
He recalled, however, that senti- 


ment for economy in the house had 
been strong this year. 
Cotton Fund Sought 
B. F. Creekmore, manager of the 
American Cotton Cooperative as- 
sociation, urged a house agriculture 
committee to approve legislation 
which would authorize a $1,605,441 
appropriation to discharge a fed- 
eral obligation to 13 cotton cooper- 
atives Incurred under the old farm 
board ten years ago. 


A senate-house conference com- 
mittee failed to reach an agree- 
ment on additions the senate made 
to the first deficiency bill which 
provides, among other items, $60,- 
000,000 for delayed soil conservation 
payments to farmers who complied 
with last year's agriculture pro 
gram. 
The measure carried a total of 
$90,069,139 as it passed the house 
and the senate added $2,707,883, 
represented principally by $1,000,000 
for insect post control and $1,000.- 
000 for a reclamation project on the 
big Thompson river in Colorado. 
The Colorado project was the 
principal stumbling block to an 
agreement, the house conferees op 
posing It vigorously.

he was taken as a prisoner. 


"Be careful of my lipstock, dar- 


ling," Mrs. Dahl added as photo- 
graphers urged them to embrace. 


The slender, almost bald 
flier 
said he was penniless and told re- 
porters he was pretty sick of war. 


"Believe me, unless I'm fighting 


for my own country, that's 
my 


first and last war. It was thick 
and fast fighting while it lasted," 
he said. 
Shortly after Dahl disembarked 
at Jersey City, authorities in Los 
Angeles 
said 
four 'warrants in- 


volving bad check charges await- 
ed him, but there was some Indi- 
cation he might escape prosecu- 
tion. 
Dahl went to fight for the Span- 


ish Republican (Madrid) govern- 
ment as a pursuit pilot at $1,500 a 
month. He was captured when his 
plane fell Into enemy territory in 
July, 1937. A court martial con- 
demned him to death, but he was 
pardoned later. 
"I heard General Franco was 
quite struck by my wife's beauty, 
and I guess there's no question It 
saved my life," he said.

ENTER PRESIDENTIAL 


PRIMARY IN OHIO 


ROOSEVELT EXPECTED TO 


GET STATE'S 52 CONVEN- 


TION VOTES 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—(/P) 


—Vice President Garner's decision 
to hold aloof from the Ohio presi- 
dential primary gave 
President 


Roosevelt virtual assurance today 
that he would have the state's big 
convention delegation if he seeks 
a third term. 


The Ohio deadline for 
filing 
passed last night without a wonj 
from any of the chief contenders 
for the 
democratic 
nomination. 
The only entry for the state's 52 
convention votes was Charles Saw- 
yer, pro-Roosevelt democratic na- 
tional commltteeman. Sawyer was 
expected generally to release the 
delegation to support .a third term 
at the proper moment. 


On the republican side, the dead- 


line's passing meant that Senator 
Taft -would .get his home state's 
delegation. He was unopposed. 


Although avoiding the May 14 


Ohio contest. Garner 
announced 


his entry Into the May 17 Oregon 
primary. 


Friends declared he had decided 
to stay out of Ohio because he be- 
lieved that state's political cards 
were stacked against him. The 
state democratic committee there 
has gone on record as favoring 
Mr, Roosevelt, and Garner was 
said to feel that he had entered 
enough state primaries to obtain 
a fair test of feeling for a n d 
against a third term. 


Garner is the only democratic 


contender who hag opposed a third 
term openly, and associates said 
he wanted his stand to "make or 
break" him at the convention. 


The vice-president now Is oppos- 
ing Roosevelt delegates In Oregon, 
Illinois, Wisconson and 
Califor- 
nia. 


In California yesterday, a com- 


mittee favoring a third term filed 
endorsement 
of 
a 
Roosevelt- 


pledged slate of delegates to the 
democratic convention. 


The endorsement came 
after 


Secretary Ickes had hastened to 
the state to patch up differences 
among democrats supporting 
the 
president. 


Authority For Ickes. 


LOS ANGELES, March 18.—W) 


—The Garner campaign commit- 
tee has questioned Secretary of 
Interior Ickes' authority In plac- 
ing President Roosevelt's name on 
the California ballot. 


A statement by William R. Wal- 


lace, Jr., and Zach Lamar Cobb, 
co-chairmen of the 
Garner-For- 


President committee, charged that 
Ickes' trip to California recently 
marked the second time in six 
months that he had "sought to 
regiment California voters." 


"We do not believe," the state- 


ment said, "that Secretary Ickes 
wag authorized to put the presi- 
dent's name on the California bal- 
lot. The president does not act 
that way. If President Roosevelt 
ever wishes to announce 
as a 


democratic candidate, he will not 
make the announcent through a 
•epublican member of his cabinet. 
The Garner campaign committee 
challenges Ickes to produce his 
credentials." 


The statement ended: 
"Last November Ickes came here 


and In effect demanded that our 
people vote 'yes' on the local oil 
control bill then on the ballot. The 
Jeople defeated the bill by more 
than 700,000 majority.

come Ickes as the leader of the
